Tbe World's Fair bill as finally passed 


provide far en appropriation of 8800,- 
SJO to suable tbe State of Illinois to 
make an exhibit nt tbe World's Colom- 
bian Exhibition in 1S93. The exhibit is 
o be made under the management ot 
be State Board ot Agriculture, 
Five 


>er cent of the total appropriation ($40,- 
100) is to be devoted to an exhibit ot live

Grist's barber shop, where ths hair was 
shaved from around tbe wounds, and tbe 
cat bathed with Bloom ot Roses by 
Cbsrley Grift. Jjster Bainter put on a 
clean shirt in a batb room and in a tew 
minutes be passed out of the shop in 
presentable shape. 


TEE PABTIOCXiES. 


The EEPUDLICAN reporter interviewed 


lire, Williams in the barber shop. She 
was a witness of the assault. She stated: 
'Henry Williams, who struck Frank, is 
my husband. We used to live on East 
William street in Mr. Skelly's bouse. Six 
weeks ago my mother died. She was 
Nancy Bainter, and she lived with my 
'atber near Foreyth. When she died my 
folks wanted me to oome home and I did 
BO, taking my boy with me. While I wae 
away Henry eold al] our household goods. 
This morning I came to town in a buggy 
with my brother Frank. I went to tbe 
borne of my husband's parents OB North 
Edward street and took my son in with 
me. My husband was there. He tried 
to take my boy away trom me, and caused 
a disturbance. My brother was seated 
in the buggy. He got out and came into 
the house at the kitchen door. He told 
my husband to quit looking about for a 
gun and behave himself. Then my hns- 
oand picked np a flat-iron and struck 
Frank several blows over the head. I 
interfered and put a stop to tbe fight. 
Henry fell on the floor, I do not know 
know what became of htm. There was 
so much excitement, I scarcely knew 
what happened. 
No; Henry had no 


cause to sell our goods and break np onr 
home, He wee angry because I staid 
with my folks." As the mother was talk- 
ing her little son sat at her side sobbing 
at intervals, no doubt recalling what bad 
happened at the home of bis grand-par- 
ents, of which he was tbe innocent cense. 


Frank Bainter wae cool and collected,
